To Our Customers: 


You doubtless know that the fields from which this Company obtains its supply of gas 


for Coshocton has fceen weakening (as have all gas fields in Ohio), and do not now produce gas 
sufficient for the needs of our growing cily. Last year in order to take good care of our con 
sinners and give the best service possible, we purchased a large amount of gas at a cost of 
twenty (20e) cents per thousand (1000) cubic feet delivered and metered to our Company's 
lines about 36 miles away. We had to transport it. stand all ICK.S from leakage and friction. 
with the result that our service to you was gi'/er. :it considerable less to us. 


The price we were receiving was the s.ime estab^shed in 1302, when the Company enter 


ed the City, and when gas was plenty ra>cl cheap. Fo*v Iliac the fields are failing and the 
price of gas has advanced to more than three times what it cost in 1C-02, the Company request- 
ed the City Council of Coshocton to fix tue rate at 30c, which is a lower rate than that now 
obtaining in most Ohio cities— but some of the Coimcilmen said they did not want to take 
the responsibility, and suggested that the Company go to the Public Utilities Commission 
for authority. This we did and the- Goi;imission granted the right to charge 30c pendin^- 
their investigation and determination of a proper rate, provided the Company gave a bone: 
sufficient to protect each consumer in tbd event a 3Gc rate was not finally allowed. There- 
upon the Council, changing its position, ss stated to the company, secured a temporary in- 
junction restraining the company from carrying into effect orders of the commission per- 
mitting the charge of 30c. This case Is ctill pending in our Courts and the temporary in 
junction remains in force. 


Our contract for the purchase of gcs expires October 31st. 
Thus far we have not bee'n 


aMe to renew it for the coming winter, and are certain it cannot be renewed at a price which 
will enable the Company to transport and sell at 25e and not lose money, and in view of the 
City's action in not permitting the order of the Public Utilities Commission to go into ef- 
fect; we do not think anyone will expect this Company to buy gas and furnish it to the citi- 
zens at a loss. 


We assure our customers, however, that this Company will give the best service possi- 


ble with the gas which can be produced from the Company's wells; but that supply aione 
will not be sufficient for all Coshocton'- needs, even though the manufacturers are forced 
to discontinue its use altogether. 


We therefore recommend that our customers 


BE VERY CAREFUL 


1st— Make additional provision for heat this winter and make it promptly, for a cold 


snap may reduce the pressure to a point below where you can heat your homes and cooV 
your meals. 


2r.d— No stoves should be used without fiuo cor.n 


3rd— Take the highest cars of yo'ui fire? and lights. Do >iot leave the fires, lights or 


pilot lights burning through the night py while you are away from home; for the pressure 
may he irreguha- and the gas might be wholly e>:^p.gTiished. thereby increasing the danger 
of accidents to both nersons and property. 


Few cities have had better gas service thsn Co.shocton during the past vears. Thh 


Company will do nil in its pov/er to cmiinue that service, either by expending- additional 
money in drilling new wells or purchasing gas in the open market, whenever it is permitted 
to charge a fair rate, and one that wl:l not cause it to operate at a loss. Until such time it 
will give the best service it can \vith the gas at it? command; but it cannot assure the serv- 
ice heretofore given, and nske its cons-imers to follow closely the recommendations herein 
made, and e«=peci.Tl!y to take extraordinary cnr^ of their fixtures nnd fires.
